There has been no genuine coffee for 
months, only an undrinkable substitute 
made with t»artey and sold at a high 
price.

Revolution Predicted. 

The correspondent heard It said 
among all classes af society that in 
the spring of 1917 famine will surely 
come. If there is no peace, then revolu¬ 
tion will break out In Oennany. 

This is not mere rumor. It seems to 
be the firm Intention of the German 
working classes, who are tbe greatest 
sufferers by tbs war. Revolution Is the 
great topic of conversation. The people 
are nob agreed on the means, but the 
belief seems to he spreading that revo¬ 
lution Is the only means of remedy for 
Germany’s present troubles. 

There Is In Hanover also much talk 
about revolution and suppression of 
the Hohenxollerns. A leading town! 
councilor said to the correspondent:

“Our patrols entered 'Th* enemy's 
tranche* east of Armentlerea at several 
places laat night. Early thin morning 
enemy patrols had reached our line* 
south of Pilkem and north of Ypres, 
but were immediately driven out. 

"During the night the enemy artil¬ 
lery was somewhat more active than 
usual north of the Ancre. To-day the 
artillery activity was rpntlnued by 
both sides at virioua places along the 
front, being most marked ’on tlie Loos 
salient, and in the neighborhood of 
Fauqulsaart and Ypres.”
